VARIETIES OF CORN FOR NORTH- 
ERN IOWA. 

We are beginning to receive letters 
from our readers in northern lowa 
asking what varieties of corn are best 
adapted to that section. We usually 
answer them by saying they had bet- 
ter examine closely their neighvors 
corn cribs and see what _ varieties 
#ciually do best and then procure 
seed of as nearly as possible the best 
variety. It is more difficult to give 
advice on the kind of seed corn to 
grow than on almost any other sub- 
ject. 

Many varieties of corn nave aiffer- 
ent hames. We would advise growing 
as large a variety of corn as possi 
ble, provided it gets in out of the 
way of frost; that is, the largest 
variety that will certainly mature in 
time in that section. 
we would first grow corn, bushels of 
thousands of bushels of corn, 
and then, having secured a variety 
that would produce the largest yield 


in other words,

possible, we would begin for our 
selves the work of improvement on 
the lines laid down by Professor 


Shamel in the series of articles now 


appearing in the Farmer. 
Speaking of varieties, the large 
Boone County White would be too 


late maturing for that country. It 
is possible that earlier varieties that 
have been grown far south would also 
be too late in maturing. The Pride 
of the North and the earliest Wis- 
consin varieties of that type would 
mature early enougu but they do not 
yieid enough bushels. The same may 
be said of all the varieties of flint 
corn. It is safe to move corn a 
county north and then gradually ac 
climate it, for corn is- wonderfully 
adaptable to different climates. The 
work, however, must be done grad 
ually. Farmers in northern lowa 
who used to think they could grow 
nothing but flint corn now grow dent, 
and a larger variety of dent than 
they could some years ago. The fact 
is, the dent corn is gradually becom 
ing acclimated. We have had sam- 
ples sent us from well toward the 
northern part of the state which in 
Size and early maturity compared 
very favorably and was in _ fact 
superior to many varieties grown as 
far south as Moines. 

This we know is not a very satis 
factory answer to this class of ques 
tions. A thoroughly intelligent 
conscientious seedsman or corn breed 
er should by more 
special knowledge be able to mention 
varieties or sub-varieties that would 
be entirely safe to plant. There are 
diamonds in store for the conscien- 
tious and. skillful breeder up 
near the Minnesota line who will ap 
ply brains to the solution of the prob 
lem of furnishing the largest possible 
yield of the best

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REVERSION IN CORN. 


A Missouri correspondent writes 
wanting to know how we are to ac- 
count for the following facts: 

He says: “I selected pure white 
pop corn seed out of a mixed lot and 
planted it in my garden, not less than 
half a mile from any other pop corn. 
In the fall I had red, blue, white, 
and salmon colored ears in the 
crop.” 

The 
our judgment in a 
simple way. This white 
taken out of a mixed lot; that is, it 
had bred, and althougn 
he selected only the white grains, he 
grew all colors of corn. He planted 
cross bred corn and he got all the 
colors that had _ originally been 
crossed, for the same reason that a 
man who uses a cross bred bull, say 
a cross between a Short-horn and 
Jersey, will find that he will throw 
some calves that are Short-horn, some 
oalves that are Jersey, some _ that 
have all the combinations between 
the two, and may even have some 
that may go back to the original 
scrub. If he crosses often enough 
and with enough breeds, he will in 
the end get the original scrub from 
which the breeds were developed 
many generations ago. 

We can not do better on this point 
than to cite Darwin's experience in 
crossing pigeons. He selected four 
well defined breeds, crossed them in 
pairs, and again crossed the progeny, 
and the result in a few years was the 
wild rock pigeon from which all the 
breeds had originally been developeu. 

It is for this reason that we oppose 
all kinds of breeding on the 
part of the farmers unless they do 
not intend to use the progeny for 
breeding purposes. If our corre- 
spondent will select white corn again 
and keep on for a number of years 
selecting always the white corn, he 
will find less and less of the undesir- 
able colors, but he may be an old man 
before he weeds these colors. out 
completely. In short, it is simply a 
manifestation of the tendency of ali 
breeds and in all plants to reversion. 
If he will go into his corn crib, no 
matter what variety of corn he may 
grow, he will see quite a number of 
ears that show a tendency to rever- 
sion; that is, going back to the flint 
varieties with shiny grains with large 
space between the rows. He will-see 
this on the tip end of almost every 
ear of corn and this is mainly the 
reason why tips should be rejected. 

We are glad to receive letters of 
this kind because it gives us an op- 
portunity of stating the principles 
which should govern farmers in all 
their breeding operations, whether in 
the field or in the yards.

THE CORNSTALK DISEASE. 


A correspondent of 
Iowa writes: 

“Cattle are dying in considerable 
numbers in these parts by reason of 
being put on cornstalks. I have reg- 
istered cattle and stalks that I would 
like to utilize, but I fear the risk.

My neighbor turned his cattle in grad- 


ually, at first feeding only one hour 
per day He lost eight head. Can 
you advise me what to do?” 

The nature of the cornstalk disease, 
or diseases, has heretofore baffled the 
skill of the scientific world. Various 
theories have been suggested. The 
deaths were formerly considered to 
be the result of impaction of the 
stomach brought about by the lack of 
salt and water when cattle were 
turned in, or by allowing them to 
overfeed when first introluced into 
the stalk field We have no doubt 
that many deaths have resulted from 
this sudden change from a diet more 
or less succulent to an exceedingly 
dry diet, as cornstalks are at this sea- 
son of, the year and especially if it 
has been dry. as it has been now for 
a considerable’ time It has been 
found, however, that ma cattle that 
die in the corn fields are not affected 
with impaction of the stomach and 
that the cause of death is some kind 
of brain or nervous affection. The 
theory was brought forward in Kan 
sas some years ago that in exceeding 
ly dry years and on rich land, corn- 
stalks contained enough saltpetre to 
kill cattle. There is not much reasor 
to doubt that in very rare cases thi 
is true, yet the conditions under which 
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that could occur are so rare it is 
s.arcely worth being considered. 

When in Nebraska attending insti- 
tutes last year, we learned from the 
veterinarian of the experiment station 
that a number of deaths had occurred 
in a certain section of that state from 
poisonovs plants which grew up dur- 
ing a wet fall in the corn field. In 
fact, this specific poison, of what is 
commonly known in Iowa as wild 
parsnip, but which is really water 
hemlock or nightshade, may be the 
real cause. This is a matter which 
the farmers may investigate for 
themselves, and it seems more reasol- 
able because in no single case of 
which we have ever heard has any 
o. these bad effects followed from 
iceding corn fodder. 

In one section of Nebraska both 
horses and cattle died from feeding 
on moldy corn, which was very com- 
mon last year in that section. We 
saw, when at the Nebraska station, 
three hogs which had been fed on this 
moldy corn alone and shipped in for 
the purpose, which showed all the ef- 
fects of ergot, such as the dropping of 
the hair and the hoofs. It convinced 
us that there was a certain kind of 
mold in that section which had all 
the effects of ergot. Horses fed on 
this moldy corn which had been gath- 
ered out of fields died as did cattle 
which were pastured in the fields from 
which the moldy corn had not been 
gathered. It is indicated, therefore, 
that there are three or four diseases 
which pass under the name of corn- 
stalk diseases. 

There is still another remarkable 
thing. In some sections it is unheard 
of; for example, we have pastured a 
good many in corn fields for twenty 
vears. Twenty years ago we lost a 
few when kept in large herds, evi- 
dently as a result of a lack of salt 
and water. Since that no case has 
been reported to us. We have heard 
of neighborhoods wherein cattle pas- 
tured in one field would die, while 
adjoining fields could be pastured with 
impunity. 

The only advice, therefore, we can 
give our correspondent is to keep his 
cattle out of the cornstalks. He might 
utilize this pasture without any loss, 
and yet if they are dying in large 
numbers in his neighbors’ fields, as 
many as eight head in one field, we 
would prefer losing the corn fodder 
rather than risk losing our cattle. 





SORGHUM AS A FORAGE CROP. 

Mr. Frank H. Hall, Superintendent 
of the Illinois Institution for the Edu- 
cation of the Blind, and a farmer by 
instinct, writes as follows: 

“I read your paper regularly and 
find much in it that is interesting and 
valuable. I believe that many of your 
Illinois subscribers would be much in- 
terested in what you can tell us in 
regard to the use of sorghum as a 
forage crop. I am especially anxious 
to know whether there is any serious 
danger 
cattle and horses. I would like to 
know, too, the best method for curing 
and storing this fodder.” 

We had supposed that we had 
thrashed out that sorghum straw 
pretty thoroughly, but we are finding 
that there is a continual necessity of 
restating what may seem to many of 
our subscribers old and _ well-estab- 
lished facts for two reasons; one the 
constant influx of new _ subscribers, 
and the other that many of our old 
subscribers, not thinking the matter 
of sufficient importance at the time, 
find after awhile that it is worthy of 
their attention, if in fact it does not 
compel it. 

Sorghum comes to us from South 
Africa, the land of the Boers. There 
are many varieties of it adapted to 
different climates. On account of the 
semi-tropical summers of the Missis- 
sippi valley, we have not the slightest 
doubt that it will so gradually adapt 
itself to the climate that some of its 
forms can be grown as far north as 
the Canada line. This acclimation, 
however, like that of corn, will be 
eradual. 

In the latitude of Jacksonville, II1., 
either the early or late maturing va- 
rieties may be used, depending on the 
time of sowing and the use to be 
made of them. 
kept in mind where sorghum is in- 
tended for winter forage is to plant 
a variety that will mature about the 
time of frost. The reason why it

The main point to be | 


is that the crop can be cut and placed 
in large cocks in the comparatively 
cooler weather of that season, thus 
avoiding the danger of spoiling with- 
out tedding and curing, for sorghum 
to be used to the best advantage must 
not be cured but kept in as succulent 
a condition as possibie. This is a 
point that many advanced farmers 
fail to see. They think they must cure 
this rank, succulent forage, and 
hence treat it as they do hay at an 
enormous waste of labor and an actual 
depreciation of value. 

Early Amber sown in July in the 
laiitude of Jacksonville, after a wheat 
crop has been removed, will mature 


about the right time and thus enable 


the farmer to get two crops in a year 
if he so desires. After the crop has 
been cut, if he will plow his 
land as shallow as possible, skin it so 
to speak, and then replow in the 
spring, he will have no trouble in 
producing an excellent crop of corn. 
To do this, however, after cutting his 
cane he should first plow the shock 
row. Sorghum may be sown on land 
too wet to be put in corn at the prop- 
er season. We would not advise sow- 
ing in that latitude before the first 
of July if the Early Amber is grown; 
if a later maturing variety is used it 
should be sown correspondingly ear- 
lier in the season. The main point is 
to get it to mature about the first 
frost in order to take advantage of 
the cool weather for curing. 

There are two ways of 
sorghum and which should be chosen 
depends on longitude and rainfall 
more than anything else. The easiest 


way is to plant it with a grain drill, | 
cut it with a binder, and shock it as | 


you would grain. This reduces labor, 


especially the hand labor, very consid- | 
erably, but we doubt whether it is a | 
safe plan to follow in a country with | 


the rainfall of Illinois. It is the way, 


however, frequently adopted in Kan- | 


sas and Nebraska.

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CORN FOR DIFFERENT SOILS.

keeping in view both its richness and 
the lay of it; that is, 
hilly, level or undulating. 
know that large stock of 
can not be grown successfully on thin 
lands, that rich land means rich grass 
and plenty of it, that this will sup- 
port large cattle, sheep and horses, and 
that thin land with sparse pasturage 
will support only stock of medium or 
small size. They know that the 
large breeds will not succeed on very 
hilly land, no matter how rich. Large 
live stock requires level or compara- 
tively level land. 

The same principle applies to the 
growing of different varieties of corn. 
It is folly to expect to take seed corn 
from rich, well-drained bottom or fer- 
tile, level prairies and plant it on roll- 
ing, clay soil and expect it to main- 
tain its quality. It is desirable al- 
ways to grow as large a variety of 
corn as will mature in the climate 
and on the soil in which it is to be 
planted, but it is better to plant corn 
naturally smaller and give it an op- 
portunity of development under more 
favorable conditions than to take it 
from the better conditions and compel 
it to dwarf itself in order to survive 
and mature. It is not, therefore, al- 
ways the largest seed corn that should 
be selected. The big ears take the 
farmer’s eye just as do the large cattle 
on the rich level lands, but in either 
case he is quite certain to be disap- 
pointed in the result. 

We have seen Holstein cattle accus- 
tomed to rich pastures for hundreds 
of years taken to the thin lands of 
the south and in about two genera- 
tions dwarfed so much that they 
looked like Jerseys instead of Hol- 
steins. We once visited a herd of 
Short-horns kept on a hilly farm 
which showed in each successive gen- 
eration the dwarfing process. 

The breed of stock and variety of 
grain is the result in the first place 
of environment, and unless we are 
prepared to improve the environment 
we can not expect to improve on the 
breed or the variety, and if we sub- 
ject them to a lower environment we 
may be absolutely certain that nature 
will cut the dress according to the 
pattern. Therefore, in selecting seed 
corn for next year, select a variety 
that will suit your land and then do 
your best to improve it.

Elsewhere we publish an article 
from the pen of Mr. N. J. Millhaem, 


of Clinton county, lowa, in reply to | 


a recent editorial in the Farmer. It 


will be noticed that the only point in | 


the editorial to which he objects is 
the inference that oppressive condi- 
tions may exist. It should ever be 
borne in mind in reading articles of 
this kind that we are obliged to treat 
the territory in which Wallaces’ 
Farmer circulates largely, that is, 
lowa and adjoining states, as a whole. 
We are free to say that in much of 
this territory a farmer can do much 
petter by patronizing the grain dealer 
than by marketing his own grain. In 
other sections, for example, in the 
great wheat growing districts of Kan- 
sas, an entirely different condition 
may and often does exist. 

Our position, as stated before, was 
that wherever it is possible for farm- 
ers by co-operation to beat the eleva- 
tor men in their own business, there 
is a call for co-operation. No organ- 
ization of farmers-can profitably co- 
operate in a line of business outside 
of their own and do the business as 
cheaply as can those in the business 
unless that business is mismanaged. 
Our general advice to the farmer is 
to stick closely to his own business 
and go outside of it only when there 
is extreme necessity for it. 

With reference to co-operative 
creameries, there are sections of the 
country in which these are failures. 
There are other large sections in 


which the bulk of the creameries are | 


co-operative and largely successful. 
Co-operative dairying is successful 
only after the farmers have had long 
experience and fairly understand the 
business, and under these circum- 
stances the dairy business offers in- 
ducements to co-operation more than 
any other. Co-operative dairying, 
however, is never successful 
when the manufacturing and the mar- 
keting of the butter is in skilled 
hands or in the hands of men who 
have thoroughly mastered their busi- 
If you can combine skilled men 
in furnishing the raw material, and 
skilled butter makers and _ business 
men in manufacturing and selling it, 
you have the ideal conditions of suc- 
We never for a moment 
dreamed of recommending horse com- 
panies as a@ means of cheapening ser- 
vice fees. We have recommended 
them for the purpose of securing pa- 
tronage where the chances are too 
great for private enterprise, and the 
result should be to increase the ser- 
vice fee rather than to decrease it. 
We would never advise farmers, for 
example, to organize a horse company 
where private enterprise was willing 
to furnish the class of stallions re- 
quired. What we have aimed at is to

secure high class stallions in every 
neighborhood where there is a good 


class of brood mares. Co-operation 
can often secure this where private 
enterprise will r.ot take the chances.

time has plenty of cobs and nubbins, 
but is short on corn. 

The great shortage this year, as in 
1894, is in the surplus. corn states. 
Out of the 1,400,000,000 bushels, about 
800,000,000 bushels will be found in 
the surplus corn states of Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, iowa, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, and Nebraska. These states in 
each of the two years before yielded 
between 1,400,000,000 and _ 1,500,000,- 
000 bushels; in other words, if they 
had had the usual crop and all the 
rest of the country not a grain, we 
would have about as much corn as we 
have now, possibly a little more. 

As usual, this year lowa produced 
about one-seventh of the entire crop. 
In fact, if a man will take the Iowa 
crop any year and multiply it by sev- 
en he will not be far off the yield of 
the United States, and if he will mul- 
tiply it by nine he will not miss the 
crop of the entire civilized world very 
far. 

As we have above stated, we have 
practically about the same amount of 
corn in bushels that we had in 1894. 
It is really, however, a considerably 
smaller proportionate crop for the rea- 
son that the demands for export are 
larger, aS are the demands for the 
manufacture of starch, glucose, beer, 
whiskey, and feed for the live stock in 
the cities. 

What will we do about it? What 
can be done? Only make it go as far 
as possible. The saving of so much 
corn fodder as has been done in the 
western states will help out greatly. 
The substitution of wheat for corn as 
a feed for stock in Oklahoma, Kan- 
sas, North and South Dakota, Minne- 
sota, and Wisconsin will help out still 
more. We shall get along and per- 
haps in a year or two forget that we 
had the shortest corn crop in 1901 
that the country has ever seen. This 
may be followed, as it was in 1895, 
by years of phenomenal cheapness, for 
two reasons: 

First, the exceedingly hot weather 
will render a great deal of fertility 
available in the soil which was not 
available before. It will act pretty 
much as fallow and hence it will be

THE CORN CROP OF 1901. 


While definite figures are not avail- 
able, it may be safely stated that the 
corn crop of 1901 will not be very 
far from 1,400,000,000 bushels; in oth- 
er words, it will be about the same 
in bushels as the very short crop of 
1894, and the shortage is from the 
same cause, namely, excessive drouth 
and hot weather. We did not believe 
last spring before we went abroad that 
it would be possible to grow a big 
crop of corn this year because of the 
cold, backward spring and excessive 
rain, thus necessitating late planting, 
often on poorly prepared ground, re- 
sulting in a partial stand of low vi- 
tality. It was, however, this moisture 
stored in the subsoil which enabled 
the corn to do as well as it did under 
the unprecedented heat of June and 
July and the very severe drouth late 
in the fall. 

This has been a year of remarkable 
variations in yield in the same neigh- 
borhood, and a careful study of these 
variations should yield large amounts 
of neighborhood wisdom. The man 
who took time to prepare his seed 
bed on good land and kept right on 
plowing and cultivating has not fared 
80 badly, while the man who was in 


a hurry to plant and not in much of 


@ hurry to cultivate after the usual 


| 


crop in 1902, as we had in 1895. 

The second reason is that there is 
a great fear that we may not have suf- 
ficient live stock to furnish a home 
market next year, and from this point 
of view the man who cuts up his corn 
fodder and carries through a large 
amount of young stock that will be 


corn eaters next year should be re- 
garded as a public benefactor. The 
loss to the farmers generally from 


getting our various farm departments 
out of gear is even greater than the 
failure of the crop. 


The thing to do now is to care- 
fully save or otherwise secure the 
best seed corn for next year, make 


a careful study of the best methods of 
cultivating and growing the same, 
and grow the biggest corn crop pos- 
sible. If prices are below cost, crib 
it up like Joseph did in the fat years 
in Egypt. We are told of a farmer 
who sold 20,000 bushels of corn the 
other day, some of it grown in 1895, 
and it graded No. 3. That fellow can 
buy a good farm without much 
trouble. Another farmer reports that 
he has just sold about $90,000 worth 


of corn of his own raising, all last 
year’s crop. He can _ buy several 
farms. If corn gets too cheap, there 


is no trouble about keeping it, and it 
is only a question of time when it will 
pay for all the loss of shrinkage, in- 
terest, and insurance, and leave 
enough over to get a new carpet ora 
new horse and buggy. Blessed is the 
man who keeps always on hand a good 
crib of the old corn of the land. 





THE BLESSINGS OF A HALF 
CROP (?). 

Taking it all around the grain 
crops of the United States are about 
the record. Wheat is 
about the only exception and yet we 
are told that the farmers are by rea- 
son of the resulting high prices on 
the very crest of a wave of unparal- 
leled prosperity. It is the easiest 
thing in the world to prove this by 
figures and some of our agricultural 
contemporaries are proving it in 


shortest on 


great fashion. For example, we are 
told that the 1,500,000,000 bushel 
crop of corn of 1901 at 50 cents per 


bushel is worth 50 per cent more than 
a 2,000,000,000 bushel crop at 25 cents. 











Sure enough; why not? It is a mere 
matter of figures, provided of course 
that we have the 1,500,000,000 bushel 


crop, which we do not believe we 
have, and were figures ever known 
to lie? In the same way we are told 


that 25 hogs at 6 cents per pound are 
worth as much as 50 hogs of the 
same weight at 3 cents per pound. 
Why not? If all this be true, why do 
not the farmers limit the crop, work 
half the land, raise half the stock, and 
sit in the shade and figure the rest 
or the time? Is a half a crop or even 
two-thirds of a crop really a blessing? 
Now that bank vaults are bulging out 
with credits if not with money all 
over the west, it is quite proper to 
sit down and think over this proposi 
tion. 

To state the exact facts, a crop a 
little short the world over seems to 
bring more actual cash to the tarmer 
than a crop a good deal long. The 
statistics furnished by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture prove this beyond 
question. A shortage of 200,000,000 
bushels in our corn crop advances the 
price quite perceptibly, while a long- 
age, if we may coin such a word, of 
200,000,000 bushels depresses’ tne 
price correspondingly; in fact, even 
more, for the longage has to be car- 
ried over and the speculator gets the 
advantage, but the advantage to the 
farmer is not hearly so great as the 
figures and figurers tell us. 

The farmer gets no advantage of 
the high price on the portion of the 
corn that he requires to use for the 
food of his horses, or for the hogs and 
chickens for his own meat, or the 
cows necessary to furnish him milk 
and butter. It is one to him whether 
the price of this portion of the crop 
is fifty cents per bushel or ten cents 
per bushel. All the benefit the high 
prices do him is on his surplus. To 
illustrate: If it takes 250 bushels to 
feed the stock above mentioned out of 
a crop of 1,000 bushels, he can sell in 


a year of twenty-five-cent corn 750 
bushels for $187.50. If he has but a 
half crop, or 500 bushels, he has but 
250 bushels to sell, and even at fifty 
cents it brings him only $125. It is 
only the value of the surplus that 
counts, and the surplus on the ordi- 


nary farm from a half crop of corn, 
oats or hay is always relatively small. 
Looking at it from the standpoint of 
the barn door, it is very difficult for 
the farmer to see the blessing 
half crop. 

The farmer, however, can not safely 
figure for himself alone. His pros- 
perity is bound up with the prosper- 
ity of the entire community and he 
must always keep an eye to the buy- 
ing capacity of the men to whom he 


sells. Prices in no way affect the 
actual feeding value of the farmer's 
grain. Fifty-cent corn has because of 


price no greater feeding value than 
twenty-five-cent or ten-cent corn; in 
other words, it will not make any 
more pork, or beef, or poultry per 
hundred pounds than the cheaper 
corn. Now in the actual business of 
feeding, the meats made on fifty-cent 


of a | 


corn either bring a higher price in the | 


market or they do not. If they do 
not, the farmer does not get the fifty 
cents for his corn, and hence to him 
the estimates are not realities but il- 
lusions, or rather delusions. If by 
reason of higher prices the farmer 
gets out even, the meats produced 
have no greater food value, that is 
they will not produce any more energy 
or force in the men that consume them 
than meats made from ten-cent corn. 
The buyer, therefore, either uses less 


of them and turns to cheaper food, 
or he must sell his resultant energy 
at a higher price if he is to get out 
even. The farmer may shove the 
losses of a short crop over on the 
other fellow, but in the end some of 
them will get back to him either in 
an abridged market or in higher 
prices for what he has to buy. We 
conclude, therefore, that a crop se- 
riously short is not a blessing but a 
calamity which no figuring can for 
any great lergth of time disguise. 
The scorching sun and _ rainless 
skies of this last year were not a 
blessing. They resulted in a serious 


shortening up of the productive force 


and energy of the ration. They have 
rot contributed to materiat prosperity 
but have resulted in higher prices for 
about everything we need to. eat, 
drink or wear As a result it costs 
us all more to live and the world in 


consequence will have less of all that 
makes life worth living. Let us not 
delude ourselves with the idea that 


| duty, | 
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half crops are a blessing. If they 
are, we are the most consummate 
fools in the world to strain our ener- 
gies to produce maximum crops to 
feed the hungry nations. It may re- 
sult in temporary advantage but will 
be followed by permanent loss.

SHEEP SCAB. 

Among the acts of the last session of the 
Indiana legislature was one making it com- 
pulsory to dip all scabby sheep. The object 
is to stamp out this expensive but un- 
necessary disease. The reports of the 
State statistician for the past few years 
have shown that there has been a con- 
siderable number of sheep affected. The 
forthcoming report will show more than 
8,000 head reported to be affected for the 
year ending June 30. ‘There is no ques- 
tion but there have been many errors in 
reporting but deducting these there still 
remains a large number of affected sheep. 

Scab is produced by an itch mite, that 
causes itching, rubing, pulling, and shedd- 
ing the wool, causing a bare and scabby 
skin. The parasite can not live for any 
great length of time off-the skin and does 
not thrive on any other animal. It is 
therefore possible to stamp out the disease 
by killing all mites by dipping.—Press 
bulletin Indiana Experiment Station.

4. It is the money-getting crop for 
our farmers Last year there were 
paid to Michigan farmers $1,500,000 
for sugar beets. In Bay county in

Dr. Kedzie puts the Case very neat- 
ly in a nutshell for Michigan and for 
all parts of the United States which 
bave similar conditions; namely, a 
sugar beet soil, a sugar beet climate, 
and a sugar beet: population. There 
is little difficulty with reference to 
the soil. Almost any good corn land 
will grow sugar beets provided it has 
the climate. The climate of the 
sugar beet belt is determined by the 
mean annual temperature during the 
summer months, and there is little 
reason to expect beet sugar factories 
to be established south of the lati- 
tude of central Iowa until the high 
elevation of the Rocky mountains 
provides a climate similar in these 
more southern latitudes. 

The abandonment of the beet sugar 
factory in Pekin, Illinois, some- 
what significant because it was south 
of the normal sugar belt. We be 
lieve that the United States’ will 
grow the larger part of its own 
sugar in the years to come, but it will 
be grown in the beet sugar belt and 
not south of it. The farmers in cen- 
tral Illinois, central Iowa, Missouri, 
southern Nebraska, and Kansas will 
never take kindly to sugar beets for 
two or three reasons. One that 
there are so many other ways of mak- 
ing money without bending their 
backs; therefore, they will not do it 
because, to use a little bit of slang, 
“they don’t have to.” None the less, 
however, should they give all proper 
encouragement to the farmers in the

commencing 12x16 feet on top of 
the ground, digging 6 to 6% 
feet deep, with the size of the 
pottom 8x10 feet, allowing the 
walls to slant from top to bottom. 
We used 4x4 sills and placed rafters 
on them about five feet apart.

Farmer regarding shredded fodder, 
and was surprised to hear some doubt 
the value of fodder, one correspond- 
ent going so far as to state that for 
dairy purposes nothing would equal 
hay. Now, we have been In the dairy 
business twenty years and if we would 
have no roughness to depend on but 
clover hay our cows would have 
starved more than once, as the clover 
uetimes is killed. 

Take it year in and year out we 
get just as much feed from an acre 
of corn fodder as we do from an acre 
of clover hay, and the corn extra; 
but in regard to shredding will give 
our experience, but will say right 
here don’t shred for any stock but 
horses and dairy cows. 

Our work was done with a large 

ze Janney machine, the man that 
owned it charged $1.60 per acre and 
furnished his own help. Now, we had 
three men and teams to haul in fod- 
der, which was all cut with a binder 
the only way to cut it if you want 
to shred. We had to haul it 80 rods 
and the machine was kept busy all 
day. One man to unload the corn 
and one man to take care of the fod- 
der, which last is not necessary if 
they have the blower’ attachment. 
We put through 8 acres of corn in one 
day that made 55 bushels per acre 
by weight, and no guess work about 
the acres. The cost was $12.80 for 
the shredder, $2.20 for coal and the 
board of the men. The other help 
that we did not have ourselves was 
exchanged, and we would have had to 
haul the fodder anyway. Now, I 
would like to ask your hay advo- 
cates if their hay cost them any- 
thing to put up especially if they 
have to pay $2.00 per day for help 
to do it with, as we had to do this 
season. 

I will close a long letter by saying 
raise clover but pasture your cattle 
on it in the summer and feed corn 
fodder in the winter, and listen to 
the teachings of Wallaces’ Farmer and

Dakota, or rather the Dakotas, are 
very large states, having a very great 
variety of soil, of temperature, and of 
rainfall; some large sections being 
adapted only for pasturage in which 
grain farming should not be under- 
taken at all, other large sections in 


which grain farming may be success- 
ful one year out of five, and still other 
sections where the rainfall is reason- 
ably certain. 

If any oue will look at the map and 
note the location in which our cor- 
respondent thinks South Dakota offers 


favorable inducements, they will see 
that he has included practically the 
sections which we have heretofore 
described as safe. We have _ never 
personally visited the two tiers of 
counties in Dakota directly west of 


the lowa line, but all the information 
we have is that there is but little dif- 
ference betwixt them and the counties 
directly east of them in lowa. There 
is no reason why there should be. The 
farther west and northwest you go, 
however, the less the rainfall and the 
more risks the new settler takes. 

We visited the Jim river valley 
north and west of Huron twenty years 
ago. It was a wet season; clover was 
growing on the wild prairies and the 
wild ducks were raising their young 
in sloughs and along the edges of the 
ponds. It seemed to us a land of un- 
exampled fertility. We ate potatoes 
on the 14th of July that had been 
grown by simply planting the potatoes 
in the bottom of the furrow, turning 
over upon them the prairie sod, and 
they were finer potatoes than were 
grown this year in lowa the same 
date and with the best of cultivation. 
We doubt whether there has been a 
year since that when lands could 
sold as high in that section as they 
were selling then. It was an excep- 
tional year. In that same section 
marvelous crops have been grown in 
recent years, but only by men who 
have been able to practice irrigation, 
not running artesian water directly 
on the land, but by having large cis- 
terns into which the water was 
pumped and the mineral matters al- 
lowed to settle. We have always un- 
derstood that the Jim river country 
south of Huron was a better country 
than that north. 

Our object in the articles on this 
subject heretofore has simply been to 
raise a note of warning and put men 
on their guard. Having no land to 
dispose of anywhere, we have no other 
motive than. the best interests of our 
readers who come to us almost daily 
inquiring where is the best place in 


which they can establish new homes. 
There is good land in South Dakota, 
and the part mentioned by our cor- 
respondent, but the farther west they 
go the more on guard farmers 
should be. Examine the soil, examine 
the subsoil, get a report of the rain- 
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fall, and then noté whether the 
farmers who are already there and 
have been there for years are satisfied 
with the country or whether they 
wish to sell out and go back east. 





Cotton-Seed Meal and Corn. 

An lowa ccrrespondent writes: 

“Please give the relative value of 
cotton-seed meal and corn per pound 
tor teeding fat cattle.” 

lt is difficult to compare two feeds 
of such widely different character as 
cotton-seed meal and corn. Cotton- 
seed meal contains about 40 per cent 
of digestible protein, the average 
analysis being 37.2 per cent, while 
corn contains from 7 to 12 per cent, 
usually running about 8 per cent. Corn 
contains about 66 per cent of carbohy- 
drates while cotton-seed meal con- 
tains only about 17 per cent. Corn 
contains about 4.3 per cent of fats 
while cotton-seed meal contains about 
12 per cent. Cotton-seed meal is a 
very rich, highly concentrated food; 
corn much less so. Cotton-seed meal 
is a flesh former; corn a fattener. 

Corn at 50 cents per bushel is about 
$18.00 per ton. It is therefore, quite 
easy to see that where a farmer wishes 
flesh tormers, cotton-seed meal at 
$28.00 per ton is a very much cheaper 
teed. Cotton-seed meal contains a 
large per cent of fat as well as flesh 
formers, and therefore when corn is 
high in price, as at present, an addi- 
tion of from one to three pounds of 
cotton-seed meal per day would be 
profitable in fattening cattle. 

It must be borne in mind, however, 
that it is a highly concentrated food, 
that it is constipating in its tend- 
ency, and besides that when fed to 
excess it produces what is known as 
“cotton sickness’ among cattle, and 





when fed to hogs as an exclusive diet | 


usually kills them in about six weeks. 
These we take to be the facts in the 
case as far as discovered. 





Institute Work. 
institute season in the south- 
is now open 
held every 


The 
ern half of our territory 
and institutes will be 
week in many counties in this sec- 
tion before New Year’s, while after 
New Year's they will be in full blast 
in the more northerly sections. It is, 
therefore, the proper time to say 
something about the best way to get 
all the good possible out of these in- 
stitutes. We have had sufficient ex- 
perience in the last few years in at- 
tending institutes to speak advisedly 
on this subject. The institutes are 
doing a great and good work, but 
they have not by any means reached 
the full measure of their efficiency. 
It is an ungracious thing to point out 
defects in the honest work of sincere 
and earnest men such as are the men 
who conduct the institutes in different 
states. Nevertheless, we believe they 
will take it kindly from us. 

They have very great difficulties 
to overcome in awakening large 
classes of farmers from their lethargy, 
removing their antipathy and their 
prejudices, and getting them to see 
really what the best interests of agri- 
culture require. In a broad sense the 
institute work may be so far said to 
be largely experimental. All the states 
surrounding Iowa, except Illinois, 
have one system, Iowa has another, 
Illinois has a modification of the two, 


and we think hers is probably the 
best. The objection to the Wisconsin 
plan, prevailing in many states, is 


that the farmers themselves are not 
compelled to put forth the initiative 
and hence are rather placed in the 
attitude of coming to have informa- 
tion poured into them. The main 
work is done by speakers from a 
distance and the farmers expect them 
to take upon themselves all the bur- 
den of instruction, to get the people 
to hear and also to heed. 

The Iowa system on the other hand 
places the great burden of the insti- 
tute on the people of the county who 
desire an institute, and this is right. 
The weakness of the system is that 
it can not use effectively foreign 
speakers, because there is no co-opera- 
tion between counties as to the time 
and place of holding their institutes 
and hence the traveling expenses and 
the labor involved are largely thrown 
away. 

Illinois combines both in a happy 
degree, but unfortunately many of the 
institutes depend too much on for- 
eign help. We were at one institute 
recently in which all the speakers 
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were from abroad, and while so far 
as we heard their work was ex- 
cellent they, nevertheless, left the 
people too much in a receptive atti- 
tude without being required to take 
an active part themselves. The best 
farmers in any county in the state 
know more of the conditions affecting 
agriculture in that county than any 


person from abroad can _ possibly 
know, and hence our idea of the 
place of a foreign speaker is more 
that of a listener, a man who can 


ask questions, who can throw what- 
ever light is possible on any subject 
that comes up, and thus stimulate ob- 
servation and study instead of im- 
parting facts, theories, and ideas 
which may be true or not true in that 
particular locality. In short, we do 
not believe there is any necessity for 
more than one foreign speaker at 
each session of an institute provided 
of course that he is a broad man ol 
general knowledge and wide experi- 
ence, competent to teach as well as 
to ask questions. 

Our ideal institute would be one of 
two days’ session, or rather two in- 
stitutes in adjoining counties held on 
the same days and assisted by two 
experts. The first day’s discussions, 
for example, at one institute taking 
up the questions of soil culture, live 
stock breeding and feeding, perhaps 
dairying, mainly by home talent, the 
expert by questioning bringing out all 
the points, explaining what is dark, 
and emphasizing what is especially 
important. 

At the other institute the topics of 
dairying, horticulture, poultry, and 
women's work in its various phases 
might be taken up under another ex- 
pert, and then subjects and experts 
changed for the following day. Where 
the Wisconsin system is in vogue, 
two first-class workers could in this 
way conduct four or five institutes 
a week at the minimum of expense 
and maximum of efficiency. 

The calf that does its own sucking 
usually makes the best calf, and the 
calf, whether hand-fed or _ self-fed, 
that takes hold with a relish always 
thrives the best. The farmer that 
comes to be filled up with institute 
teachings is very likely to have poor 
digestion, while the farmer who comes 
to instruct others and is interested 
in the matter himself, not only thrives 
intellectually, but promotes thrift in 
others. This illustration perhaps ex- 
plains better what we mean than all 
we have said before. 





Scours In Calves. 


A correspondent, of Kossuth county, 
lowa, asks: 

“What is the reason my calves have 
the scours? They are about six to 
eight weeks old. I have a hand sepa- 
rator and feed the milk fresh there- 
from, about four quarts at a feed. I 
also give a good feed of oats and 
corn. I have always been careful not 
to give any froth with the milk. Is 
there anything I could feed with the 
milk to give better results? I always 
feed the calves myself and am care- 
ful to see that they are fed right. I 
can not see why they should scour.” 

Not being able to see why calves 
thus fed should scour, we submitted 
the matter to our veterinarian, who 
says: 

“The trouble indi-

gestion. The best way to prevent it 
is to mix a pint of flax seed tea and 
one-half pint of lime water in the 
milk. The best way to stop scours 
is to give 2 ozs. castor oil at a dose, 
after this operates give a_  dessert- 
spoonful tincture of opium, a table- 


spoonful tincture catechu and a des- 
sertspoonful of chalk in a _ pint of 
milk. Repeat every fourth hour un- 
til stopped.”

This number furnishes a 
convenient basis of computation, and 


W give a fair average sample of 
any variety. In studying corn, it is 
a zood plan to select ten average 


ears of any variety, and take up the 


points of the general score card one 
by one, 

Uniformity, 10 points. By uni- 
formity is meant a uniform. type. 
The ears should be clearly distinct 
type as Boone County White or 
Leaming, and should be alike in shape, 
size, and other characteristics. This 
uniformity denotes good breeding. 
For instance, a lot of 10 very uni- 
form animals of any breed, indicate 
many years of careful selection and 
breeding. So that a lot of corn which 
is very uniform, indicates a highly 
bred type, and one which has devel- 
oped through years of culling out 
of unprofitable and undesirable indi- 
viduals. The principal idea then, in 
this point of the score card, is the 
thought of type or breed. Through 


systematic selection the varieties of 
corn are being bred to uniform types, 
i. e., the culls or scrub ears, barren 
stalks and other undesirable ears are 
being bred out of the variety. Such 
varieties are more uniform than the 
poorly bred or selected types. It has 
been practically demonstrated that 
such varieties prouuce greater yields 
than varieties not so bred. In judg- 
ing a sample of ten ears, pick out the 
uniform ears and mark in proportion 
to the number of uniform ears. For 
if there are four ears of uni- 
form type. and six ears which are not 
uniform, mark the exhibit 4 points 
on uniformity. A good plan is to lay 
the ears that are uniform out side by 
side, so that the differences and simi- 
larities may be cleafly seen. 

2. Shape. 5 points. The shape of 
the ear will deperd on the variety 
type. In general the ear should be 
evlindrical. i. e.. hold the same cir- 
cumference from butt totip. This gen- 
eral form permits of the development 
of regular deep kernels of uniform 
and shape. However, varietv 
modifications enter into this general 
form as in the case of recognized va 
rieties. The Leaming variety has a 
characteristic tapering tip. It is 
caused by the loss of one or more 
rows of kernels about one-third of 
the distance from the butt to the tip 
of the ear. This characteristic is be- 
ing bred out of this variety by some 
of the breeders and cannot be said to 
be fixed or permanent. Other vari- 
eties have a characteristic shape and 
it requires a practical knowledge and 
active study of the varieties to recog- 
nize this shape. All crooked or badly 
formed ears, irregular rowed ears, 
and abnormal types of all. kinds 
should be discarded. The method of 
marking is to count the number of 
well shaped ears, and mark propor- 
tionately, if there are five good ears, 
and five poorly shaped ears, mark 
the exhibit 214 points on shape. 

3. Color, 10 points. The corn must 
be pure in color. White corn should 
have a white cob, and a yellow corn a 
red cob. A mixed cob denotes inher- 
ited mixture. A mixed kernel sim- 
Plv means that a stray pollen has 
fallen on a silk and fertilized it. A 
red cob in white corn or a white cob 
in yellow corn should bar the exhibit. 
For one or two mixed kernels. a cut 
of one-fourth point for every ear 
should be made. For three or four 
mixed kerrels in an ear, cut one-half 
point. For five mixed kerrels in an

ear, three-fourths point, and for six 
or more, cut the exhibit one point for 
every ear thus mixed. Difference in 
shade of color must be scored in the 
judgment of the judge. Frequently a 
difference in shade is due simply to 
sunburn, or rain, or some other cause 
than mixture. The ear should be cut 
for market condition in this case rath- 
er than mixture. 

4. Market Condition, 5 points. By 
market condition, is meant firmness, 
soundness, and maturity of the corn. 
In other words, the ear should be 
ready to go into the seed house. If 
for any reason, as rot, stain (chaffi- 
ness), or other cause, the ears are 
not good seed ears, each ear should 
be cut accordingly. For every ear 
not perfectly round, cut one-half 
point. The tendency is toward the 
production of that type of corn that 
will mature perfectly in our latitude. 

5. Tip, 10 points. The tip should 
be well filled over with regular sized 
kernels. If it is not filled over, it 
shows that the tip has not matured in

germ. In no case is a rounded, or 
broad, flat kernel desirable so far as 
yield is concerned. 

9. Length, 10 points. Length will 
depend upon the variety. In general, 
an ear should be as long as will ma- 
ture in the latitude in which it is 
grown. This will give the largest pos- 
sible weight per ear. In _ scoring 
length, the deficiency and excess in 
length of all ears not conforming to 
standard for the variety, should be 
added together, and for every two 
inches thus obtained, a cut of one 
point should be made. In determining 
the length, measure from the extreme 
tip to butt. 

10. Circumference, 5 points. The 
deficiency and excess in circumference 
of ail ears not conforming to the stan- 
dard of the variety should be added, 
and for every four inches thus ob- 
tained, a cut of one point should be 
made. Measure the circumference at 
one-third the distance from the butt 


to the tip of the ear.

time for fertilization by the pollen 
of that variety. Such ears should be 
discarded as it is necessary to secure 
types which do mature in time for 
fertilization by the pollen of that 
variety. The kernels should be reg- 
ular in size and shape, which tends to 
the production of a large per cent of 
corn to cob. In the accompanying il- 
lustration, the method of cutting for 
tips is explained. 

6. Butt, 5 points. The butt kernels 
should be swelled out about the ear 
stalk in regular uniform manner. This 
tends to medium sized earstalk, hence 
an easily husked corn. It also pro- 
duces a large per cent of corn to cob, 
a most desirable point. The accom- 
panying illustration shows method of 
cutting for this point. 

7. Kernel Uniformity, 5 points. In 
kernel uniformity as in ear uniform- 
ity, the uniform type indicates a high- 
ly bred type of corn. The kernels 
should be of the variety type, and of 
the same size and shape. Irregular 
kernels should indicate fair breeding 
and a fair type. 

8. Kernel Shape, 
have a variety 


5 points. Kernels 
shape. This charac- 
teristic must be taken into account 
in judging shape. However, all ker- 
nels should have more or less wedge 
shape. This wedge shape provides 
for the largest possible amount of 
corn on the cob. There will be little 
waste through space between rows or 
from other causes. The edges should 
be straight and the kernels’ even 
across the top. In order to get a 
good strong, vigorous, young plant, it 
| is well to have a kernel with a large 


furrow between the tops 
of kernels. It is a very 
detrimental characteristic, and unde- 
sirable from every standpoint. It 
causes a lack of proportion of corn to 
cob, and indicates a_ retrogressive 
rather than a progressive step in the 
improvement of the variety. The 
front page illustration shows the 
method of cutting for this point. 

12. Proportion, 20 points. By pro- 
portion, is meant the proportion of 
weight of shelled corn to cob. To get 
this, weigh every other ear in the 
exhibit and shell. Weigh the cobs and 
subtract the weight of cobs from to- 
tal weight of ears. Now divide the 
weight of shelled corn by total weight, 
which will be the per cent of corn to 
cob. For every per cent less than the 
standard for that variety, cut the ex- 
hibit one point.

About the easiest way for the aver- 
age farmer to get a start of plums 
from seed is simply to plant the pits 
now where he wants them to grow.

the house, not only because the poul- 
try will greatly reduce the insects, but 
because the birds can be more easily 
kept at bay. 


If the grape vines have not already 
been trimmed, laid down and covered, 
they should be attended to at once. 

Land in Iowa is worth $35 to $100 
per acre. That means that it will 
take better farming in the future to 
make the farm pay interest on the 
money invested and the owner will 
have to get part of his pay in farm 
comforts. This is where fruit comes 
in. There ought to be at least an 
acre of fruit on every farm, and if 
taken care of right it will yield more 
comfort and profit than any other acre 
on the farm. 


An amateur fruit grower remarked 
to us a few days since, “I am sorry 
now I did not plant more peaches anf 
fewer apples and cherries on my 
home place. The few peach trees I did 
plant have done splendidly. They 
came into bearing early and have 
borne regularly.” There seems little 
doubt that a great many more peaches, 
and we may say pears also, can be 
grown in Iowa than folks had any 
thought of. A few varieties are gradu- 
ally adapting themselves to our cli- 
mate and conditions. Every farmer 
in the southern half of the state at 
least will find it worth while to put 
out a few trees next spring as an ex- 
periment. 


Starting a Commercial Orchard. 

A Linn county, Iowa, farmer sent the 
following inquiry to Prof. J. L. Budd, 
whose answer follows the inquiry. 
to plant next spring 100 
and 400 cherry trees, 
for commercial purposes, of the har- 
diest and best kinds. Please advise me 
as to varieties, Ben Davis apple and 
Late Richmond cherry do not suc- 
ceed here. Land is good loam with 
fine natural drainage. It is level land 
but dry and good grain soil. What 
is best to do with an _ orchard of 
cherry and apple for the first four 
years and upwards? Is it best to seed 
it with clover or continue to cultivate, 
and for how long?”

cherries, the stock on which they are 
budded or grafted is important on 
that soil. The Mahaleb root’ will 
prove a failure there. On Mazzard 
roots, set four inches deeper than they 
stood in nursery, Early Richmond, 
Early Morello, King’s Morello, Terry 
and Shadow Morello would make a 
fine selection for early and late mar- 
kets. The best system of cropping 
would be to plow shallow about the 
20th of June and sow Japan buck- 
wheat for three years {fn succession, 
ridging up the rows considerably for 
root protection on such soil. After 
this it will be best to plow light about 
the middle of June and sow to 
cowpeas and hairy vetch.

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Trapping the Pocket Gopher. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

The best way I have found to trap 
gophers is to dig down in a fresh 
mound until the hole is found, clean 
out all the loose dirt, and set the trap 
at the farther end of this hole, or at 
the ‘orks of the hole where there is 
aholerunningin opposite directions. 
This is the runway the gopher tray- 
els in and he seems to use the short 
hole only when coming to the sur- 
face, which is very seldom in day- 
light, so I set the trap in the evening 
and look for game in the morning. 
Place a little dirt against the jaws of 
the set trap to make the runway smooth 
and cover hole to exclude light and 
air except at one small point no big- 
ger than one’s little finger. This is 
to let the gopher know something 
has gone wrong and he will be around 
to investigate. Then if you have done 
your work well you will likely have 
him in the morning, but if not he 
will fill the hole full of dirt, cover- 
ing the trap‘so tightly that you can 
hardly pull it out. I have used two 
traps by setting one a couple feet 
either side of the fork, but the single 
trap is fully as good and is only half 
the trouble. I never caught two 
gophers at one place.

This one is 
undoubtedly unfinished and is where 
Mr. Gopher will resume his work, so 
here is the place to set the trap. Dig 
away the dirt and follow the hole to 
where it joins several other channels 
running in different directions, and 
place the trap flat on the bottom of 
the forks in such a way that the 
gopher will get into it from which- 
ever channel he may come. Cover 
perfectly tight with a board and 
fasten chain on top of ground.

Being a constant reader of your 
paper, of course none of your edi- 
torials escape my notice. I have been 
considerably impressed of late by 
your articles on “Locating a Farm,” 
“Concerning Land Investments,” 
“Don’t Buy a Farm Too Far West,” 
etc. 

I have always been a firm believer 
that the motive of Wallaces’ Farmer 
was to do the most good possible to 
the most people and am not yet ready 
to go back on that belief, but | am 
Sure you are doing an intentional in- 
justice to your South Dakota reacers, 
and other who are looking Dakota- 
ward, a large per cent of whom are 
young energetic [Iowa or 2Ither east- 
ern men, who are forced to leave the 
older states by reason of high priced 
land, exorbitant rents and_ other 
necessarily high expenses. 

The trend of your articles and 
those in other agricultural and gen- 
eral newspapers seem to be to the 
effect that Dakota cuts’ but littie 
figure as an agriculural district, being 
the rather only adapted to .wheat 
growing and a vast cattle pasture. 
One feature of the injustice is in 
not drawing lines sufficiently definite 
to distinguish between the agricultur- 
al and range districts, but reference 
is made to the “Dakotas” as a whole, 
and thereby many readers are misled. 

Perhaps a few facts and figures and 
an unpolished description of this sec- 
tion of South Dakota will be inter- 
esting to you and also to some of 
your readers who are looking for 
cheaper lands and homes. It must be 
remembered that the “Dakotas” com- 
prise quite a large tract of land, con- 
taining about $5,004,800 acres, and of 
course—owing to its geographical lo- 
cation—could not be expected to all 
be on an equality. 

Parts of the territory are ab olutely 
worthless, and no doubt always will 
be, for agricultural purposes. The 
semi-arid reg:ons are only adapted to 
range purposes, but the southern and 
eastern part of South Dakota is ad 
mirably adapted to agricultural pur- 
poses, or as you commonly say “di- 
versified farming and stock raising.” 

The lay of the land is well nigh 
perfect, being almost as level as a 
floor, is well watered by rivers, creeks, 
thousands of artesian or flowing wells 
and numerous natural lakes. If any 
one interested in the subject will take 
a& map and start at the town of 
Wheeler on the Missouri river, and 
draw a line north to White Lake, 
thence northeast so as to*include about 
twenty-four counties you will map 
out the region that is being developed 
into a diversified farming district. 

After a residence of two years in 
Davison county, I have no hesitancy in 
saying that anything that grows in 
lowa will grow here if properly cared 
for except the tame grasses; and they 
are being started and at an age of the 
state, too, much younger than they 
were grown in Iowa. Blue grass is 
already creeping in and in many in- 
stances has taken complete posses- 
sion of pastures Timothy grows 
finely and I have seen a few fields of 
red clover with leaves as green and 
blossoms as red and as fragrant as 
can be produced on the best eastern 
farm. Alfalfa has grown well where 
sown and brome grass is doing 
even more than is claimed for it. It 
is only a matter of time, and a short 
time at that, when tame grass will 
be grown here as in the older states. 

As to the cereal crops, they are 
all grown here. Wheat, both spring 
and winter; rye, oats, barley, speltz, 
corn that yielded last year as high 
as 90 bushels per acre, and but little 
below 45, and from 25 to 50 bushels 
this year. 

Millets, sorghum and Kaffir corn 
are grown in abundance, in fact anv- 
thing that cattle, sheep or hogs will 
eat is grown here, and more than 
that, it is all utilized more completely 
than in the old sections. Nothing is 
wasted except the surplus straw and 
the corn fodder that could not be fed 
if cut up. Farmers cut all they can 
use and let the balance stand. 

On a recent trip to the Burge-Clark 
sale at Mt. Vernon, Ia.. I was im-

To your article “The Farmer and 


the Grain Dealer,” of Nov. 8, replying | 
to my communication of recent date, | 


] take but few exceptions. When con- 
ditions such as you recite really exist, 
undoubtedly some remedy is needed. 
It is your inference that these condi- 
tions do exist to which we object. 

Yon seem to get the idea that be- 
cause I say “Any farmer having a 
car of grain can place it upon the 
market and realize nearly if not fully 
as much as the merchant” that I ac- 
tually say his net proceeds after pay- 
ing for labor in loading and shipping 
will be as much, while I want to con- 
vey the idea that he could realize 
nearly if not fully as much for his 
grain without taking into account the 
extra expense to which he is put to 
in handling his grain through incon- 
venience and work. I did not say as 
much but “nearly if not fully as 
much,” leaving the question with you 
and mentioning the fact to prove that 
there is no chance for an extortion; 
for if the scoop shovel man can ship 
nearly as cheap there is only room 
for a very small margin. I still be 
lieve that if you will carefully look 
into the business you will find it as 
I have said; in nearly every instance 
the business is conducted for this rea- 
son On a very small margin and there 
is no cause for any alarm over the 
“extortion” of which you mention. 

You say: if this condition exists 
then the elevator men “are evidently 
charging too much for their services.’ 
That depends entirely upon how much 
they are charging. If they are charg- 
ing nothing or are losing money as 
is often the case you certainly will 
not claim that they are charging too 
much. You do not seem to think that 
perhaps you may not know just how 
much they are charging; perhaps you 
are like men I have heard tell me 
that I was making too much on grain 
I had bought of them when I knew 
and have proved to them that the 
grain had actually lost me money. 

It is very easy, sometimes, to ex- 
cite a riot when there is no cause for 
one. It is very easy sometimes for 
a man with a fluent tongue and ready 
pen while posing as the farmer’s 
friend to convince him that he is 
wronged. It is very easy, sometimes. 
for a farmer to load his grain into 
a car himself after preparing the car 
to receive it and forgetting the cost of 
all this trouble of ordering cars, wait- 
ing for them to arrive, blaming the 
syndicate and railroad for keeping 
them back, and after he has received 
his proceeds to figure that his grain 
netted him so and so much, never 
taking into account the expense 
which should be deducted. But after 
the co-operative store, elevator, cream- 
ery or newspaper has been fully es- 
t»blished I venture the _ prediction 
that in ninety-nine cases out of one 
hundred the co-operators will in the 
future as in the past find that the 
wrong done them was only imaginary 
and that the “good reason” for start- 
ing the co-operative business did not 
exist save perhaps in the brain of the 
man who furnished the reason and 
had a reason of his own for so doing. 
Perhaps he had gone broke running a 
like business on private account and 
wanted a job, thinking he could make 
more money running an elevator on a 
salary than running one of his own. 

My memory runs back to the time 
when the editors of farm journals 
were doing the farmers service by 
telling them the creamery men were 
extortionate, and co-operative cream 
eries were started all over the west. 
What has been the result? My infor- 
mation, gathered from facts of which 
I have personal knowledge, is that 
nearly all the co-operative creameries 
have closed, a large majority of the 
private ones bankrupt and_ closed. 
Where a creamery is operated at all 
it has no opposition from the co-oper- 
ators. They seem to be more afraid 
of its closing than practicing “extor- 
tion.” All this proves that the 
charges against these men were false. 
All wrongs said to be inflicted upon 
the public by the creamery extor 
Uonists were imaginary, perhaps con- 
cocted in the brain of some ambitious 
person to advance his own interests

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Manicuring the Nails. 


All women’s hands may not be beautiful, 
but with a little intelligent care and at- 
tention every woman nmrray have well-kept 
pails, which are an unmistakable sign of 
refinement and personal cleanliness, and 
go largely toward compensating for nat 
ural defects of the hands. Fashion varies 
as to the shape of the nails, but a mod- 
erate curve is generally considered in best 
taste. A nail file should be used, as cut- 
ting with a knife or scissors has a ten- 
dency to make the nails coarse and thick. 
The white erescent or half moon at the 
base of the nails should be developed by 
pressing back the soft rim of flesh. 

Before commencing the process of mani- 
curing, soak the ends of the fingers in 
borax water for a few minutes. It will 
soften them and render them very amen- 
able to treatment. Many of the expensive 
nail powders are nothing but borax, either 
plain or perfumed. Professionals use a 
number of tools, but the task may be per- 
formed with a pair of sharp, curved scis- 
a file, a box of polishing powder and 
some cold cream and a weak so- 
oxalie acid, which must be used 
with care. Dry the ends of the fingers 
by pressing them between a towel then 
turn your hands over to the one who is 
to do the work. If the flesh has grown 
up so that it hides the half moon it will 
be difficult to remove and will have to 
be touched with acid, when it may be 
pushed back with a Dlunt Instrument. 
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Apply cold cream and shape the nails

der and rub first with a chamois

The Art of Looking and Keeping Well. 


The carriage and position of the bod 
during both the day and the night, ha 
much to do with one’s figure, health, a 
appearance, How quickly one can dist 
guish an army or navy oflicer on the stre 
though he is a stranger! How many) 
would give a fortune to possess such 
figure and bearing! And yet almost any 
one whg has not some natural deform 
can acquire it, by observing a few simple 
rules and practicing a few easy exercis: 
As you know, it takes but a few weeks, 
months, of discipline and drill to chang 
uncouth, slouchy, raw recruits, into fin 
erect and dignified soldiers. 

Always, when standing or walking, hold 
hold yourself as erect as possible; throy 
the shoulders back and down, elevate 
chest a little, and draw the chin in 
trifle. When standing, the weight of 
body should fall upon the ball of the foot 
neither upon the heel nor the toe. 

No one can have a good figure withou 
throwing the chest well forward, the 
shoulders back and down, and carrying 
the body in an erect position. Follow 
these simple rules strictly, and you wi 
greatly improve your figure and bearing 

Do not bend the legs too much when 
walking, and let the weight fal! slightly 
more on the heel first. Swing the arms 
naturally, but not too much. 

Be careful not to bob up and down when 
walking. A graceful walker seems to glide 
easily along. Curves are always gracefu 
and an angular, jerky movement is always 
ungainly. Grace is an acquirable quality 
but we must remember that Nature abhors 
angles and spasmodic movements: she a! 
ways uses curves which are most gracefu 
and delicate. 

The reason why women ts more beau 
tiful than man is because her form is mad 
up of graceful curves. There are no angles 
whatever in model female figure 

Most people, when sitting, slouch at the 
waist; in fact, this fault is very nearly 
universal, except in those who have been 
trained. It is impossible to slouch about 
on chairs or on a sofa a. a@ay, and then 
expect to have a good bearing and poise 
when standing or walking. Again 
slouchy positions will very soon react upon 
the mind, and produce mental shiftlessness 
and slouchiness in thought 

Every faculty and function sympathizes 
with every other, and a defect in one 
affects all. No one can do good reading, 
writing or thinking, in any but erect po 
sition. The thought immediately sympa 
thizes with the body. 

A habit of reading in bed, or when ly 
ing down, or in a careless position, slouch 
ing in one’s chair with the feet up, will 
very soon tell upon the quality of the 
thoughts. It is impossible to do good 
thinking in these positions. The body must 
be in an erect and dignified posture with 
out being cramped by position or dress. 
No one can think well without freedom and 
ease of body.—November “Success.” 





Something About Boils. 


Contrary to the common belief, boils 
are not indicative of blood disease. They 
are really indications of local poisoning 
by pus-bearing germs, and the boil is an 
abcess. Every pus prick, every scratch, 
every abrasion, every cut with a razor or 
pocketknife, every splinter that enters the 
skin may cause a boil. Nor need the wound 
be a serious one; it may be so minute as 
to be invisible to the unaided eye. Nor 
is the result always produced, for if it 
should be, every slight wound, every thorn 
prick, every scratch of a car, every bite 
of a dog, every abrasion of the skin, would 
be followed by disastrous, if not fatal, con 
sequences. The reason for this immunity 
is that there is a certain inherent power 
of the body to resist these noxious agents 
and it is only when the powers of the 
body are weakened by disease that the 
morbifiec agents can thrive in the body and 
accomplish their evil work. 

In this sense, then, boils are diseases due 
to diseases of the blood, but it is not a 
disease in itself High living also favors 
boils. Dr. Reid, speaking of pus, and in 
cidentally of boils, says: “Job was prob 
ably run down by a long period of de 
bauchery. We read that the devil had him 
in town some time before his boils broke 
out. If, now, he could have had the coun 
sel of three good physicians, instead of as 
many tiresome theologians, he would have 
had his system toned up; his’ broken 
potsherd, with which ‘he scraped himself 
withal,’ thus spreading sympathy, and in 
fection would have been taken from him, 
and he would have been taught a_ few 
lessons in sanitary science instead of 
theology.” 

The reason why ‘a boil is always in the 
worst place is because that is the most ex 
posed place. The back of the neck, where 
the collar rubs the microbes into the skin 
the wrist, where the cuffs irritate and 
make the entrance of germs more easy 
the top of the foot, where the shoe 
pinches; the razor-swept chin—are_ all 
favorite “worst places.”—American Drug 
gist and Pharmaceutical Record. 















THE LAST OF THE PLAGUES OF 
EGYPT. 


Jotes 6n the Sabbath School Les- 
sén for Décember 8, 1901.—Exodus 
11:i-10.) 


+ is ¥ery difficult to present in the 


space at our ¢omimand all that is 
necessary for the explanation of the 
present lesson. It should be borne 
in mind that most of these plagues 
were common to Egypt from the first 
settlement of the country down to the 
present day. The land of Egypt 
plagued with flies, frogs and sand 
storms, occasionally with locusts (or 
our migratory grass-hoppers), which 


come from the deserts, as they do 
with us, and the significance of the 
plagues at the time mentioned was 
in their unusual severity and particu- 
larly becatise they came as predicted 
by Moses and sent by some Power 


of which he was the mouthpiece or 
exponent. 

These plagues were all directed at 
the gods of Egypt. It was a contest 
not so much between Moses and 
Pharoah as between Jehovah, the God 
of Israel, and the gods which the 
Egyptians had worshiped for at least 
a thousand years. While those in the 
inner circle of Egyptian thought be- 
lieved in a one Supreme God, the 
source of all power and life, they yet 
worshiped the Nile and the sun; they 
held sacred various animals, especi- 
ally the bull and the ram. They had 
gods to which they prayed for pro- 
tection against flies. No Egyptian 
priest could minister in a temple if 
covered with lice and for this reason 
they shaved not merely their beards 
but their whole bodies. It can very 
readily be seen, therefore, that these 
plagues not only showed the utter 
inability of their gods to _ protect 
them. but affected many of the forms 
of life which they regarded as sacred 
and symbolical of their deities. 

The narrative of these events is 
very brief, but on closer examination 
it will be readily seen that they must 
have covered about a year. or from 
the spring of one year to the early 
summer of the next. During this 
period the whole nation was moved 
as it had never been moved before, 
and the question of all questions from 
the throne to the peasant was: What 
shall be done with the Hebrews? 
Will Egypt lose this large population 
of slaves, or will she endure the evils 
of the present? 

To the Egyptian priests and to 
Pharoah, Moses would at first appear 
simply as a magician. Had it not 
been for this manifestation of what 
they regarded as magical power, his 
life would not have been worth a 
pin. Notwithstanding his claim that 
this power was that of Jehovah, they 
would regard him at the first merely 
as a magician of very superior abil- 
ity, and as long as he was regarded 
as such his life would be in no danger 
whatever. Egypt was the land of 
magic and as such would take a won- 
derful interest in a magician like 
Moses, for as such they regarded him. 
As Moses invariably claimed that 
these wonderful works were not done 
by his own power, but by Jehovah, 
the God of the Hebrews, this year 
of miracles was a year of missionary 
work such as has not been done in 
any land before or since, and from 
one end of the country to another 
there would be a discussion of Jeho- 
vah, the God of the Hebrews, and of 
His superior power to that of any 
or all the gods in the Egptian calen- 
dar. This superiority of Moses over 
all the Egyptians is pointed out in 
the third verse of the lesson: ‘More- 
over the man Moses was very great 
in the land of Egypt, in the sight of 
Pharoah’s servants, and in the sight 
of the people.” 

Under these circumstances it is 
very easy to see why, when as in the 
second verse, the people were _in- 
structed to borrow from their neigh- 
bors, the Egyptians should part so 
readily with their jewels of silver and 
jewels of gold. The country had been 
brought to such a condition of misery 
that whether. Pharoah was willing or 
not the people of Egypt were anxious 
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to get rid of the Hebrews at any cost 
and to expedite their departure. 
This appeats more fuliy from the 33d 
verse of the 12th chapter: “And the 
Egyptians were ufgent upon the peo- 
ple, that they might send them out 
of the land in haste; for they said; 
We be aN dead men.” 

It has been urged that this trans- 
action of borrowing with no inten- 
tion of returning was immoral. This 
may be answered in the first place by 
saying that the word rendered borrow 
means simply to ask and is so ren- 
dered in the margin. Careful read- 
ing of the previous chapters will show 
that the demand made by Moses was 
that the children of Israel should be 
permitted to go into the wilderness 
three days’ journey from the land of 
Egypt in order that they might make 
sacrifices unto their God, ahd Pharoah 
proposed that they should sacrifice in 
the land. Moses refused on _ the 
ground that their sacrifices were 
sacred animals to the Egyptians and 
hence they would go a three days’ 
journey into the wilderness, that is. 
outside Egypt. Before they had 
reached the great wall which marked 
the borders of Egypt, Pharoah pur- 
sued after them and thus relieved 
them from any obligation to return 
the property even if it was borrowed. 
Besides, the slave has an equity in 
the produce of his labor. 

The phrase “the Lord hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart” (10th verse) has 
been a matter of endless and fruitless 
discussion from that day to this. The 
caviler takes the position that if 
this record is a truthful statement, 
the Lord did great wrong to Pharaoh 
in hardening his heart and forcing 
him, so to speak, to resist His will! 
to the ruin of his own house and all 
his people, and, as the exhumed 
records of Egypt show, to the ruin 
of the Egyptian nation for many 
years to come. 

To meet this cavil with a candor 
which it does not deserve, it is only 
necessary to bear in mind two 
things: First, that in all languages 
a man is often said to do that which 
is the occasion of being done. The 
punishments which were inflicted 
upon Pharaoh and the Egyptians were 
the occasion of his hardening his 
heart, not the cause. The same 
process is going on all over the world 
wherever men -who desire the welfare 
of their fellow men are endeavoring 
to induce them to live a better life, 
and the more thoroughly a man is 
convinced of his duty and still re- 
sists, the more rapid is the harden- 
ing process. 

In reading the account, it will be 
seen that as early as the third plague 
the magicians reported to Pharaoh 
that this plague was undoubtedly the 
finger of God (Exodus 8:19); in 
short, that Moses was no mere magi- 
cian but a_ representative of the 
Divine Being. From that time on 
Pharaoh knew he was fighting against 
God, and yet knowing it resisted and 
broke his word time and again. The 
whole history of humanity shows 
that when a man knowing his duty 
refuses to do it, his heart becomes 
hardened and he is a worse man than 
before convicted of sin. Paul refers 
to this universal fact when he says: 
“To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death; and to the other 
the savour of life unto life.” 

There is something exceedingly 
sublime in the report of the last meet- 
ing of Pharaoh and Moses. Moses 
comes not as a suppliant but as a 
master. He is, even more impressively 
than before, the mouthpiece of Al- 
mighty God. He tells Pharaoh that 
shortly, about midnight, in the dead 
hour of the night, the angel of the 
Lord will pass through the land of 
Egypt and there will be a dead child in 
every home from the throne to that of 
the most menial servant, that not a dog 
shall move its tongue against man or 
beast throughout all the land of 
Egypt, and that he shall know that 
there is a difference between the 
Egyptians and the Israelites; that the 
latter stand high in the favor of the 
Almighty and the former will be pun- 
ished with the utmost severity. He 
predicts that so severe will be the 
chastisement that. whether Pharaoh 
obeys or not, his servants. that is, 
his courtiers shall hunt up Moses ands 
bow themselves down to him and say:

Seriously, we do not wonder that 
men have been tempted to make this 
cross. Hundreds of other farmers 
have at one time or another argued 
in its favor When we were carrying 
on a test as to the merits of various 
hog cholera cures, we found in one 
lot two brood sows with pigs, not 
Florida shadows but Oklahoma 
shadows, wild as deer; in the same 
lot were two thoroughbred Poland- 
Chinas, as opposite in type as they 
could be. The cholera attacked all of 
them. The singular thing that 
every wind-splitter pig died 
number the fancy dude 
Chinas lived through. 

The trouble is not merely that breed- 
ers are trying to force early maturity, 
but because they do not feed in order 
to maintain vitality The well bred 
hog, if fed properly, will have all the 
vitality and will not uc- 
cumb to disease anv more readily than 
the wild hog. The proper thing to do 
is to learn how to feed ard for 
hogs and make the introduction of 
the Florida shadows of Arbor Lodge

bushel of corn I put a pint of salt, 
or a quart and a half of salt to fifteen 
sows daily. Not one farmer in a 
thousand feeds three pints of salt to 
his hogs in all his lifetime. 

This amount of salt is scarcely half 
the quantity it takes to salt, this 
amount of boiled corn (hominy) for 
our own use. I know exactly what I 
am talking about for I boil one-half 
bushel of shelled corn into hominy

This 
ex» erience has given us a keen in- 


terest in everything relating to tur- 
key raising, and believing that advice 
to procure breeding stock in the fall 


and accustom them to their new 
quarters was good. We have pro- 
cured a good breeding pen and in- 


vite contributions to this department 
on their care, and the best method 
of feeding. Should turkeys have an 
open shed to roost in, or roost in the 


trees? The following from the Farm- 
ers Review will be found useful in 
selecting breeders: 

“In the selecting of breeding tur- 


keys nothing should be overlooked. 
The item of weight is one that should 


be given consideration, but it is not 
by any means the whole thing. It is 
very natural for a big bird to make a 
strong impression on the buyer, but 
the “bigness” may be an offset to 
some bad points. Do not be caught 
by it. Symmetry and beauty are ele- 
ments that should not be forgotten, 


and sometimes are quite as valuable 
as weight. Then, too, the weight of a 
bird may be poorly distributed, being 
in non-edible form such as shanks and 
fat. A bird weighing several pounds 
less than another may have more edi- 
ble meat, because of its better form 
and characteristics. At selecting a 
turkey for breeder choose one that 
has a long, deep body and “full 
breast. This will indicate a good 
supply of lean meat in the places 
where it will be the most valuable- 
that is, on the breasts. The thighs 
should be stout, which means greater 
proportion of meat on them. For the 


same reason the legs should be as 
short as it is possible to get them. 
Long shanks, whether in _ poul- 
try or swine or cattle or sheep, mean 
lack of meat and increase of sinew. 
It should be remembered that the 


points of the breeders are important 
because they are to be transmitted to 


numerous offspring. The wise man 
will pay a little more for heavily 
fleshed breasts in the breeders, know- 
ing he is to get heavily fleshed 
breasts in hundreds of descendants. 
We are certain that too little atten- 


tion has been paid to these qualities in 
the past. It is only by selection, and 
careful discrimination in _ selection, 
that we can hope to eliminate the pro- 
clivity of the turkey to wander 
abroad.”

To the philanthropist there is one 
problem that gives more or less so- 
licitude. It is not will every young 
couple made a good living and organ- 
ize a happy home, but is there a 
chance for every pair that starts out 
to do so. The observer of human af- 
fairs sees that most occupations have 
their limitations. There are demands 
in the numerous commercial, mining, 
shipping, manufacturing, mechanical, 
legal, newspaper and manual indus- 
trial centers, great and small, for a 
limited amount of legitimate persons 
to conduct them. But experience and 


observation and common knowledge 
prove that the opportunities for an 
honorable livelihood in all occupa 


tions, except farming, are limited. I 
must make this clear by a_ little 
elaboration, for unless the young 
couple can feel that this proposition 
is true, they may be unconsciously 
drawn in the wrong direction. 

But still prior to this fact I call 
attention to some other facts. Could 
those who start in life but consider 
the position that gives the basis for 
happiness! To any family, a scant 
and uncertain livelihood brings dis- 
content and often dishonesty and dis- 
cord, however well intentioned, and 
even moral and religous, the parents 
may begin life. It is all well to preach 
the theology that people must accept 
poverty and uncertainty in the means 
of physical support as a_ religious 
training and as a preparation for an- 
other life in which the lack will be 
made up. I am, too, a firm believer in 
the future state, but I know that the 
opportunity for a good and _ honest 
support is now necessary for both the 
best moral and physical results in 
this life. And I know, too, that the 
earth yields enough for this purpose 
to every economical and industrious 
family. The only question that can 
arise is, where is the universal source 
of this support? This we will try to 
discover to the satisfaction of every 


one who, with any reasonable ambi- 
tion, longs for it. 

In the first place. no family start- 
ing out on life’s journey should ex- 
pect to appropriate, as a legitimate 
end, an unreasonable and unnecessary 


proportion of the earth’s wealth. This 
is just as destructive, even to the 
possessor, as is extreme poverty—only 
in a different form. The farm natur- 
ally guards the home against both ex- 
tremes. The prayer of the author of 
Proverbs, “Give me neither poverty 
nor riches: feed me with food con- 
venient for me; lest I be full and 
deny thee, and say, who is the Lord? 
or lest T be poor and steal and take 
the name of my God in vain,” covers 
the exact point. 

The time has now come when the 
human family has reached that state 
ef light and knowledge that the ques- 
tion of morals, honesty and domestic 
happiness (as well as national per- 
petuity, of course) will depend on the 
opportunity for every young couple 
that enters upon life’s journey to do 
so with a prospect. I will say with an 
opportunity, of living in integrity and 
honesty. The lack of character here- 
after among citizens of the United 
States can not be laid to the lack of 
knowledge or our institutions. but life 
will be dwarfed and crushed by enter- 
ing upon crowded and barren chan- 
nels. 

T will stop here for this time. T am 
not writing for pastime nor do IT wish 
to make unsound propositions; but T 
would like it if my readers would 
study the propositions that are made 
from time to time and if they are un- 
sound or not clear to the average 
mind, T wish they would communicate 
with me and state wherein there is 
obscurity or unsoundness to them, 
when endeavor will be made to get 
right.

Perhaps some 
one will ask why I would prefer a 
sixteen-inch plow. Because a sixteen- 
inch is always ready and nearly al- 
ways works well when the soil is in 
proper condition and with one a man 
can put on four horses and plow four 
acres a day without overworking his 
horses. On the other hand, a gang 
with four good horses in plowing for 
fall wheat or very shallow plowing 
will plow from five and one-half to 
six and one-half acres per day, pro- 
viding both plows work well.

When 
a man wishes to plow five to seven 
inches deep he needs six good horses 
and in trashy ground or in a low 
place where sunflowers or smart 
weed has grown up he cannot do as 
good work as the sixteen-inch plow 
will do.

lowa Dairy Meeting. 
annual meeting of the Iowa 
State Dairy Commission was held av 
Dubuque week before last and was 
well attended and successful in every 
respect. As most of the time of this 
meeting was consumed in the dis- 
cussion of questions pertaining to the 
creamery more than to the farm side 
of dairying, we do not feel justified 
in making a full report of the meet- 
ing. H. R. Wright, department dairy 
commissioner, read a paper on the 
further legislation needed to protect 
the dairy interests. Among other 
things he suggested a law which would 
compel the operator of the creamery 
to post each month the number of 
pounds of milk received from each 
patron and the price paid computed in 
the actual pounds of butter. He 
thought the justices of the peace 
should be given power to sentence 
violaters of the dairy laws and thus 
enable them to be enforced more 
promptly and effectively. 

Prot. T. L. Haecker of the Minne- 
sota station read a paper on handling 
and feeding the cow in the dairy. He 
strongly emphasized the importance of 
giving the common cow the right kind 
of feed and care and illustrated what 
could be done in this way by report- 
ing an experiment in which one of the 
ordinary common cows of the experi- 
ment station was made to produce 293 
pounds ‘of butter in a year. The dif- 
ference between this amount and 140 
pounds, which is about the amount 
produced by the average cow, under 
average treatment, represents’ the 
price paid for good care and proper 
feed. He was in favor of having the 
cows come fresh in the fall and in- 
sisted that the average cow could be 
made to produce almost twice as 
much simply by improved methods of 
feeding and care. Ex-Gov. Hoard of 
Wisconsin delivered an address on the 
subject of dairy education among the 
patrons of Iowa _  creameries. He 
spoke of the 1,000 creameries in Iowa, 
patronized by 100,000 farmers, and 
the annual output of these creameries 
which amounted to 100,000,000 pounds 
of butter each year. He spoke of the 
splendid equipment of most of these 
creameries, of the Iowa dairy school 
and her well educated buttermakers 
and then said: 

“T here venture the assertion, how- 
ever, that the average patron of the 
creamery in Iowa is but little, if any, 
better educated as a dairyman, than 
he was twenty-five years ago; and that 
he is producing milk today from as

poor cows, and just as expensively as 
was the case twenty-five years ago. 


To me it is astounding that the influ- 
ences of progress and 
should affect all other branches of this 
great industry to their manifest im- 
provement and still the farmer re- 
mains, with but few exceptions, right 
where he was a quarter of a century 
ago.” 

To prove this assertion Mr. 
told of an examination he had

oned at $5, and the return in cash per 
cow for every dollar expended in feed. 
The results of this test were surpris- 


ing to say the least, in that it showed 
that such a large proportion of farm- 
ers were keeping cows and milking 
them at an actual loss. Of these 100 
herds only four of them returned over 
$2 for each dollar’s worth of feed, the 
highest making $2.30. Of the rest, 61 
herds made over $1, the highest mak- 
ing $1.91, for each dollar’s worth of 
feed consumed; and the 35 remain- 
ing herds were kept at a loss ranging 
from two to sixty cents on each dol- 
lar expended for feed. He told ex- 
actly how these herds were fed and 
showed that the dairyman’s’ knowl- 
edge and his profit were always in 
proportion. Among these 100 cream- 
ery patrons there were only eight who 
read dairy literature and their herds 
brought the largest profits. Mr. 
Hoard made a strong plea for the ex- 
tension of dairy knowledge among not 
only the patrons of creameries but 
farmers as well. 

The remainder of the program was 
chiefly devoted to technical questions 
on butter making. The association 
pledged its most energetic support to 
the National Dairy Union in its efforts 
to secure the passage of the Grout 
bill and urged not only every member 
of the association, but every farmer 
in Iowa to appeal to his representa- 
tives to support this bill. Officers for 
the ensuing year are S. B. Shilling, 
Mason City, president; H. R. Car- 
penter, Elkrader, vice president; J.C. 
Daly, Charles City, secretary; and H. 
W. Ashby, Hazelton, treasurer. There 
were 170 exhibits of butter, the high- 
est score being 97, which was made by 
A. E. Thompson of Illinois. P. H. 
Kieffer of Strawberry Point, Ia., was 
second with a score of 96% and M. J. 
Mandsager of Ellsworth, 
a score of 95%. State Dairy Commis- 
sioner Norton won first on creamery 
butter with a score of 93% and D. J. 
DeHoogh of Boyden was second with 
a score of 92. 


The End of the Model Dairy Test. 

The dairy contest at the Buffalo 
exposition model dairy between the 
ten leading dairy breeds through five 
each breed has 
ended. This test begun the Ist of last 
May and extended for six months, the 
same cows being kept at the dairy 
during this time. This test has been 
conducted most carefully and with 
extreme accuracy and there is no 
question but that each breed and each 
individual_received credit for all that 
it deserved and no more, Each cow’s 
feed was carefully weighed and 
charged up to her account, whether 
that feed was silage, hay or grain, 
and to offset this the milk was care- 
fully weighed and tested and for 
every .8 of a pound of butter fat she 
was given credit for one pound of 
butter at 25 cents a pound. This is of 
course a trifle high estimate and the 
churned butter did not quite reach 
this amount, each herd falling short 
an average of about $8 during the six 
months, 

The finals on the four leading ex- 
clusive dairy breeds were so close that 
we do not think the test demonstrates 
any marked superiority of one breed 
over any of the other three. The 
Guernseys finished ahead with a total 
profit over feed consumed of $230.10; 
the Jerseys, second with $225.44; Ayr- 
shires, third with $217.68; and the 
Holsteins had a balance on the credit 
side of their account of $210.56. It 
will be noted that the difference be- 
tween the winners and the Holsteins 
is less than $20 on the five head for 
six months. A little more careful se-
